JOSHUA  12-19  KJV 


INTRO:  Are  We  Fully  Trusting  Him? 


We  have  journeyed  with  Joshua  and  the  children  of  Israel  into  the 
Promised  Land.  In  the  earlier  chapters  of  Joshua  the  accounts  and 
descriptions  were  very  animated  and  now  The  Holy  Spirit  see  fit  to  give 
us  a  summary  like  listing: 

Summary 

Joshua  12:7-24  God  had  made  a  promise  earlier  to  Israel  before  they  crossed  the 
Jordan:  "He  will  deliver  their  kings  into  your  hand,  and  you  will  destroy  their 
name  from  under  heaven;  no  one  shall  be  able  to  stand  against  you  until  you 
have  destroyed  them"  (Deu  7:24).  Here  are  thirty-one  instances  of  God's 
faithfulness  Joshua  defeated  thirty-one  kings  on  the  west  side  of  the  Jordan. 

JOSHUA  13:1 KJV 
Now  Joshua  was  old  and  stricken  in 
years;  and  the  LORD  said  unto  him, 
Thou  art  old  and  stricken  in  years, 

JOSHUA  13:13-14 KJV 
Nevertheless  the  children  of  Israel 
expelled  not  the  Geshurites,  nor  the 
Maachathites:  but  the  Geshurites  and 
the  Maachathites  dwell  among  the 
Israelites  until  this  day.

and  there  remaineth  yet  very  much 
land  to  be  possessed. 


(14)  Only  unto  the  tribe  of  Levi  he 
gave  none  inheritance;  the  sacrifices 
of  the  LORD  God  of  Israel  made  by 
fire  are  their  inheritance,  as  he  said 
unto  them. 


JOSHUA  16:9-10  KJV 
And  the  separate  cities  for  the 
children  of  Ephraim  were  among  the 
inheritance  of  the  children  of 
Manasseh,  all  the  cities  with  their 
villages.  (10)  And  they  drove  not  out 


the  Canaanites  that  dwelt  in  Gezer: 
but  the  Canaanites  dwell  among  the 
Ephraimites  unto  this  day,  and  serve 
under  tribute. 


Failure  to  drive  out  the  Canaanites  brought  grief  to  the  Israelites  later. 

JOSHUA  17:12-13  tOV  HQS 

Yet  the  children  of  Manasseh  could  pass,  when  the  children  of  Israel  were 
not  drive  out  the  inhabitants  of  those  waxen  strong,  that  they  out  the 
cities;  but  the  Canaanites  would  Canaanites  to  tribute;  but  did  not 
dwell  in  that  land.  (1 3)  Yet  it  came  to     utterly  drive  them  out 


JOSHUA  18:1-3  KJV 
And  the  whole  congregation  of  the 
children  of  Israel  assembled  together 
at  Shiloh,  and  set  up  the  tabernacle 
of  the  congregation  there.  And 
the  land  was  subdued  before  them. 
(2)  And  there  remained  among  the 
children   of   Israel   seven  tribes, 

JOSHUA  19:49-51  KJV 
When  they  had  made  an  end  of 
dividing  the  land  for  inheritance 
by  their  coasts,  the  children  of 
Israel  gave  an  inheritance  to  Joshua 
the  son  of  Nun  among  them: 
(50)  According  to  the  word  of  the 
LORD  they  gave  him  the  city  which 
he  asked,  even  Timnathserah  in 
mount  Ephraim:  and  he  built  the  city, 


which  had  not  yet  received  their 
inheritance.  (3)  And  Joshua  said  unto 
the  children  of  Israel,  How  long  are 
ye  slack  to  go  to  possess  the  land, 
which  the  LORD  God  of  your  fathers 
hath  given  you? 


and  dwelt  therein.  (51)  These  are  the 
inheritances,  which  Eleazar  the  priest, 
and  Joshua  the  son  of  Nun,  and  the 
heads  of  the  fathers  of  the  tribes  of 
the  children  of  Israel,  divided  for  an 
inheritance  by  lot  in  Shiloh  before  the 
LORD,  at  the  door  of  the  tabernacle 
of  the  congregation.  So  they  made 
an  end  of  dividing  the  country. 


JOSHUA 21:43-45 KJV 


And  the  LORD  gave  unto  Israel  all  the 
land  which  he  sware  to  give  unto 
their  fathers;  and  they  possessed  it, 
and  dwelt  therein.  (44)  And  the  LORD 
gave  them  rest  round  about, 
according  to  all  that  he  sware  unto 
their  fathers:  and  there  stood  not  a 


man  of  all  their  enemies  before  them; 
the  LORD  delivered  all  their  enemies 
into  their  hand.  (45)  There  failed  not 
ought  of  any  good  thing  which  the 
LORD  had  spoken  unto  the  house  of 
Israel;  all  came  to  pass.
